The steamship Santa Cniz arrived from 
Portland at 9 o'clock on Sunday evening, 
She brought 30 passengers and 130 tons of 
merchandise. The detention of the steamer 
is accounted for by the fact that the Pacific 
did not leave San Francisco till the 8th, and 
the Santa Cruz was detained four days at 
the mouth of Columbia river, being unable 
to cross the bar owing to the rough weather. 
The news from the States is gloomy and 
foreboding. South Carolina is now consid- 
ered as out of the Union, and alarm is f«lt 
that others may soon follow. The news 
from Europe and California, is interesting, 
though unimportant.

SECESSION ITEMS. 

The South Carolinians in Congress hare 
■withdrawn in a body. Senator Wade lias 
made a rn=st violent Republican speech 
(supposed by authority from Lincoln) and 
lias ttiereliy created additional excitement 
throughout the South. South Carolina is 
now a separate Republic'. A convention 
tias been held of the leading men in Ihe 
State ; the decision arrived at is kept a pro- 
found -secret ; but h is supposed the United 
States property will soon lie seized by the 
secessionists. Georgia, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Florida and Louisiana, it is feared will 
follow South Carolina. 

Mr. Hamlin, Vice President elect had a 
long conference with General Scott. The 
General expressed the hope that the present 
difficulties would be overcome arid settled. 
Hamlin and Cass also had an interview. 

An aiticle in the Richmond Enquirer re- 
commends the seceding States to take 
Washington City, \vith the public buildings. 
It is laughed at in Washington City by 
Southern men, and Virginians r.vpress them- 
selves ashamed of such puerile stuff. 

The New York World learns that the Urit- 
ish and French Consuls at Charleston have 
been approached by the secessionists, with 
a view to secure the' ; co-operation, but they 
replied " that any communications to th era 
would be transmitted to the State Depart- 
ment at Washington." 

In New Orleans there have been general 
demonstrations, guns fired, the pelican rial 
raised, and the bust of Calhoun displayed 
with a cockade. In Richmond, secession 
gives general satisfaction. 

It is rumored that a paper is being signed, 
requesting J. M. Holts to leave Virginia. 

In Baltimore, secossion has produced no 
sensation, one way or the other. People are 
cheerful, business is better, and the impres- 
sion is, that if the North will make honora- 
ble concessions, and repeal obnoxious laws, 
the Southern Slates will cheerfully meet 
them. 

In Memphis, Tenn., an enthusiastic seces- 
siou meeting was hold and fifteen guns 
were fired. The Avalanche oilico was illu- 
minated. 

In Wilmington, Del., one hundred guna 
were fired for secession. 

In Mobile, an immense secession meeting 
was held, which was wild with enthusiasm, 
old men taking a prominent part. Many 
places were illuminated. 

A Jackson dispatch says that 70 Delegates 
of 100 elected lo the Mississippi Convention, 

iavor separate ■eoesitoh. Popular majority, 

30,000. 

The Governor of Maryland, in his reply to 
tho Mississippi Commissioners, says that 
not until all honorable, constitutional and 
lawful olforts fail, will Maryland consent to 
dissolution. Mo is now awaiting with solici- 
tude the result of his correspondence with 
tho Governors of the border Suites relative, 
to the course to bo pursued by them. 

The Supremo Court of the United States 

hus printed a mandamus against tho Gover- 
nor of Ohio, on application of Kentucky, 
roturnable on the 1 1th .January, 

The N, Y. Tribune snyii positively that 
Lincoln is utterly opposed to any oonuos- 
•loiiB or compromise, and will not yield ono 



Territories. 

The Committee ot Tliirty-lliree (one from 
each State) has been unable to effect any- 
good. The fire-eaters of both North and 
South derided any attempt at conciliation, 
and the Committee has adjourned. 

The Methodist Conference of South Car- 
olina, on the 18th, passed resolutions favor- 
ing secession. 

About eighteen young Indies seoeded from 
the seminaries of New York arid Pennsylva- 
nia, and passed through Washington on the 
23 d. 

The governor of Alabama, in consequence 
of the present crisis, lias assumed the re- 
sponsibility of advising the Banks to sus- 
pend, and all have done so but three. 

The territory of New Mexico has signified 
its intention of joining South Carolina. 

The Union Committee of New York re- 
ceived a letter from Fillmore, sent South as a 
mediator, not yet permitted to be published. 

A company of 80 men arrived at Charles- 
ton, Dec. 22, from Savannah, and tendered 
their services in name of the Minute Men 
of Savannah. 

Senator Johnson was burned in effigy at 
Memphis on the 2 1st. 

A secession meeting was held at Norfolk, 
Va., on Dec. 23d. when ex-President John 
Tyler in a speech said, " Let the Union go to 
hell!" which sentiment was received with 
loud and repeated cheers. 

Seward spoke on Dec. 23d, at n banquet 
of the New Foundland Society, New York. 
He counselled fraternal forbearance, and 
said that the sec ssiori feeling had been 
getting weaker since election day. Within 
60 days the trouble would p ss away. 

Intense excitement ensued Dee.- 24, at Pitts- 
burg, on the discovery that the U. S. Quar- 
termaster was about shipping 125 guns from 
Alleghany Arsenal to Galveston and the 
Balize, supposed fir the purpose of strip- 
ping the Arsenal and placing the guns 
wheie ihe seceders could get them. Major 
Lyltelinglon, in command, declined to give 
any positive information on ihe subj ct. 
Leading Democrats telegraphed to Wash- 
ington to have the orders countermanded, 
saying that the people would not sutler the 
guns to bo removed. A public meeting was 
about to be called to consider the subject. 
It was reported that muskets, shells, balls, 
cavalry accoutrements, etc., to a consider- 
able amount, hail already been .-hipped. It 
appears that the Fort has never yet been 
mounted with the proper guns — 10-inch 
Colombians and 32-pounders.

They are placing 150 mortars in line to open 
lire. They are constructing five batteries, 
three of which are ready. 

Yesterday the besieged fired about two 
hundred cannon shot-, to impede the con- 
struction of these batteries; but their aim 
is bad, and the firing did not prevent the 
works going on. 

Two Neapolitan officers, disguised as 
Spanish sailors, Me been taken prisoners 
in the vicinity of the camp, and will be 
tried by a council of war. 

The Queen tVlother, the Princess, and 
the younger Princes, embarked to-day on 
hoard a Spanish vessel, and sail this even- 
ing for Rome. It is also to Rome that the 
King and Counts Trani and Trapani will 
proceed, should the bombardment compel 
thorn to abandon this position, which is held 
in spite of common sense and humanity. 

Sickness, typhus fever especially, has 
broken out in the garrison, which is too nu- 
merous ior the place. It appears that it 
consists ol about 18,000 men and 1000 
horses, while the Piedmontese army is only 
15,000 strong. 

The besieged endeavor to keep up their 
spirits by persuading themselves that Aus- 
tria unlet soon come to iheir assistance 

A still later account states the Garibaldi- 
ans opened fire on the 20th Nov.

Dissolution of the United States. 

Wo cuimot remain disinterested spectators 
of the development of the disunion plot in 
the United States. Our geographical posi- 
tion is controlled by the geographical posi- 
tion <>f our republican neighbors. Our com- 
mercial relations are closely interwoven with 
the destiny of tho Pacific States. Our immi- 
gration is chiefly supplied from the latlor. 
Wo ure bound to grow with their growth. 
What benefits them, or what benefits us, 
will, either directly or indirectly, benefit 
both: the prosperity of each will bo a mu- 
tual advantage; and a loss to them will re-act 
onus. Under such circumstanc sa it is im- 
possible for tho reQecting people of these 
colonies to take other than u deep inlerest in 
the importnnt events which aro transpiring 
in the Republic; tho great national crisis 
in which our Anglo-Saxon cousins aro now 
involved. 

So far as wo are concerned nationally, we 
cannot but sympathise with those national 
men who are opposed to disunion, ft would 
bo painful to recall thoso demonstrations of 
respect and esteem as ovinced towards Eng- 
land, in the person of the heir apparent to 
the throne, — demonstrations obliterating the 
national animosities engendered by the 
revolution and the war of 1812,— it would 
be painlul to recall these in connection 
wil i iL dissoluiion of the Union. At a lime 
when Ihe two-yreal branches of ihe Anglo- 
Saxon race — monarchist and Republican- 
had mr-t anil acknowledged that blood 
was thicker than water; when each was 
prou.i uf their common origin, language and 
free institutions; when each surveyed with 
pleasure unalloyed with envy, each other's 
gigantic strides in the path ol national 
glor) and pre-eminence; and when the 
world itself acknowledged them individual 
ally and cojoilltiy as the sole gu;u; J .^is of 
rational liberty as opposed to the despotisms 
of Kurope and Asia, or '/no anarchists of 
toe ,spaui.sh-Arnt:ri'; an States; — at such a 
time it won hj" indeed, be painful to think 
that Ujt common glories of our race should 
gJitmiiiate, and that the Western confedera- 
tion should be split in twain anil involved 
in all ttie miseries of civil war. Ii is not 
merely tho commercial or manufacturing 
embarrassment that may be caused in Eng- 
land or the Lulled Slates by a civil war be- 
tween ihe North and South; bu. ihe fact 
would become paient to the world lhat t e 
Anglo-Americans were as incapable of per- 
petual! g free institutions as Ihe Spanish 
American Slates. The feuds of lac ions, 
ttie revolutions and counter revolutions of 
ambitious military chiaft ins, would leave 
the model it-public as disgraceful a s.-sec- 1 
tiide io ihe civilized world as the Mexican 
Stales. Such a picture is not overdrawn. | 
The iixpeol uf disunion i- as dark and oven 
darker lhan ever. From all quarters, both 
North and South, it appears to he an 
admitted fact that a dissolution of ihe 
United Slates in inevitable. Instead of the 
political ferment caused by the presidential 
election subsiding, the South have but 
changed (row a struggle for a pro -slavery 
president lo a struggle for an independent 
Southern nationality. Nothing but conces- 
fions from Ihe North can preserve ihe Union; 
but the North assuming a bold nod defiant 
attitude refuses all concessions lo the South J 
and tells the latter to leave tho Union if 
they like. South Carolina— so fir as the 
solemn decision of the convention of a 
Stan: nanotioned by Stale authorities, can 
put her oul of tho Union— is already out. 
Her Commissioners have notilied Congress 
that South Carolina holds the I'm ted Stales 
as a foreign power. But, notwithstanding 
Smth Carolina may he virtually out of Ihe

Under such circumstances, with 
no statesman like Clay, head and shoulders 
above his fellow countrymen, to whom 
the nation may look for guidance, we fear 
secession will secure all that the Southern 
propogundists could wish — a dissolution of 
'.he Union. 

Affairs at Nanaimo. — Our attentive 
correspondent at Nanaimo (A. D. Mclnnes, 
E-q.,) semis an interesting though lengthy 
letter, under' date of January 16th, which w 
are compelled to forego the pleasure of 
publishing, owing to ihe crowded state of 
our columns. We gather from the letter 
that a Nanaimo Indian, named Quarn, was 
killed on tho 12th instant, by a half-breed, 
named Bernard, who belongs to New West- 
minster or Lungley. Upon an investigation 
before the coroner, it was ascertained that 
the deceased and prisoner had bean drink- 
ing, and fell to lighting the night before. 
Quam'3 body was soon after found lying in 
the mud, lifeless. A coroner's jury was 
summoned, and a' verdict pointing to Ber- 
nard as the cause of his death, was ren- 
dered. He was committed to prison by 
Justice Franklyn to stand his trial for mur- 
der. Du-ing the inquest, one of the jury- 
men, feeling very hungry, bolted for borne, 
where he was shortly after found by the 
constable, enjoying a good dinner, and 
brought back to finish the public business 
lirst. There is the usual amount of petty 
squabbling between the Indians going on.

ihim. Sipples and Peterson, residents of 
Whatcom in 1858, testified that they had 
never seen Hughes at that place. .Robert 
Parkor, called for the defence, testified to 
knowing Hughes at Whatcom in L858. Os- 
car Olncy swore to employing him as a boat- 
man at the same place in the summer of 
1858; and Henry Maddocks testified that H. 
was in Whatcom during April, Juno and 
July of the same year. Tho case was then 
adjourned till Thursday next, 24th inst., at 2 
o'clock. Mr. Drake appears for the prose- 
cution, and Messrs. Ring and Dcnncs for the

Shipwrecks on our Coa3t 

During the past year no less than seven 
vessels have I eon wrecked on the coast 
of Vancouver Island. During the same pe- 
riod we do no! recollect but two or three 
wrecks on the American coast between Sun 
Francisco and Cape Flattery. Some may. 
therefore, be inclined to assume that navi- 
gation on our coast is miicfi more dangerous 
than on the Pacific seaboard from Cape 
Flattery to San Francisco. We are not, 
however, inclined to admit any such as- 
sumption; and although seven vessels may 
have been wrecked on our shores, we believe 
that only one or two can be properly attri- 
buted to the clangors of our coast ; and that, 
then-lore, it u fiords no good reason to induce 
iiiHurunee companies lo raise the rates ol 
insurance Oil the ground of the dangerous 
navm.it. mi on the coast of Vancouver Island. 

Th» lirst shipwreck was the bark (ilympse. 
Ill tiitemiiti g to enter Victoria harbor, .-lie 
ran ashore at Clover Point. Not having a 
pilul nil (muni, and being atixi ills lo make a 
quick pas-age, the Glympse Iried to enter 
the lur.'Or at night; but the captain mis- 
tak.'n iB entrance of Victona harbor for 
E,qn malt, 'an aground on Clover Point. 
Site was shipwrecked through an error of 
judgment, It was neither tile.-, am gales 
thai drove her ashore. As it was she was 
not a ibtttl .vreck ; but was frVt oil, and is 
now as good a vessel as ever. It is fair, 
then, lo presume tti.it if a pi lo had been nit 
board -lie would not have been lost; Or if 
sin- h .1 anchored outside til daylight, the 
aiviitwil would not have onourred. We 
can. ar. then, place iHis instance down lo the 
dan ;e s of our coast, as a vessel may hi; run 
us! or.' anywhere if the man al the wheel 
due- rloi know which way she is heading.

For ve--el- may be dis- 
masted in mid ocean. IStherefore the John

The seventh wreck is the bark Naunette, 
on Raoe Rucks. Had the light-house on 
Race Rocks been lighled,and known abroad, 
this accident, In all probability, would never 
have occur ed. As it was, the light on Fis- 
guard Island, at the entrance of Ksquimalt, 
lod the vessel astray- It was not on any 
map, and a stranger on the coast could not 
but bu puzzled f.om such a circumstance, 
as to his whereaboats. At any rale we are 
inclined to attribute her loss to an error ol 
judgment. But even if set down lo the ac- 
count of dangerous havigation,at theut.nost, 
it appears impossible to us to number more 
than t.-.ree shipwrecks from such causes, 
viz: the Sehr D. L. Clinch, Baik Naunette ; 
and vessel name unknown. 

Considering the great number of vessels 
which have arrived at anil left this port dur- 
ing the last two years and a-lialf. as well as 
well as Puget Sound, the accidents which 
have occurred either in the Straits or on our 
West Coast, have not been as numerous as 
might have been expected.

Cuarqe of Perjury. — Upon information 
furnished by David Greon, John G. Peter- 
son and John Sipplea, a warrant was issued 
by the Stipendiary Magistrate, on Saturday 
last, for tho arrest of John Alfred Hughes, 
a witness in the well-known chancery suit 
of Phillips twi Green, on ft charge of perjury. 
The charge is based upon evidence given by 
Hughes before the Registrar of the Supremo 
Court in August last, in the course of which 
he swore that when Green camo to Victoria 
it was in his (IL's) boat, and that just before 
leaving Whatcom, he heard one of Green's 
•partners call out, " Get a lot if you can near 
a corner." Hughes was arrested tho samo 
•afternoon, and gave bail for his appearnncu 
to answer the charge yesterday afternoon, 
*c which tiino a partial examination was 
iiad. Green testified that he never saw the 
-accused at Whatcom ; that he never was in 
his boat ; and that no such message as II.
